Legislature May be Deadlocked 


BOYEtiNOR OPPOSES CHANGES 


Action of Upper Home Has Prac- 


tically Nullified Bill, and Unioni 
Threaten State-Wide Strike to Force 
Public Recognition.

The Increasing warm weather has

n»nt may be had before the close of 
tli» month, and the result hay been 
th.iX with the action of the senate on 
Bcv'eral of the large bills the members 
am beginning to see daylight ahead. 
Owing to the peculiar mixed condition 
or the legislature thin session It looks 
4t» If more conference committees will 
have to be name.d to consider amend- 
ment* which are not concurred In by 
el Her branch than ever before In the 
history of the legislature, and It Is ex- 
p.> -ted that In several Instances at 
lenit deadtafcka will occur and a vaat 
amount of time will have to be con- 
(\noed before any definite conclusion 
le reached. 


This Is particularly true in the case 


of tfie bllln touching on the different 
labor subjects which have been so 
amended In the senate as to allow of 
tin- prediction that they will not be 
agreed to by the house unless some 
acMltlopil concessions are made. Prob- 
al>!y the most Important bill which 
suffered radical changes at the hands 
of the senate Is the workmen's com- 
pi'i.»i«jlon bill, -which .has been so 


that It Is left optional with 


thi- employer whether he will accepl 
tfcc terms of the bill In employing la 
tior In his factory or works. The advo- 
net as of the original bill declare that 
with such a clause Inserted In the bill 
It Is practically nulllfled, as It Is hardly 
111 r ly mat 
any employer will volun- 


tarily agree to impose additional hard- 
shins on himself In the employment 
of labor. Governor Tener Is on record 
as being emphatically opposed to this 
cti nge, as Is also the Industrial acci- 
dents commission, which drew the bill 
aft»r two years' study of the subject. 


Governor Agalntt Amendment. 


The governor Is In practically the 


Slime position that he was two years 
ago. when he failed in hta effort to 
for e a bill bearing on this subject 
through the house and finally had to 
compromise by agreeing to refer the 
wli >lo subject to a commission to study 
thi question and draw up a measure' 
thu would be apt to meet with the 
favi>r of both employer and employe. 
Aiul now after this has been done the 
friends of the bill find that there Is 
BU< n a strong opposition to a bill with 
anything like teeth in It as to warrant 
tho prediction that no legislation boar- 
Ins on the subject can be enacted this 
•et. Ion. When the bill was called up 
In i he senate It was found that the 
committee on manufactures had Insert- 
ed I he clause making It optional with 
emiiloyers whether they accept the 
terms of the bill, and Senator Me- 
Ni< >K>1, u the spokesman for the ad- 
ministration. moved that this amend- 
ment be stricken out and the bill re- 
stored to Its original form as passed 
by the house and prepared by the com- 
mission. 


TWs motion was* opposed by Sena- 


tor Crow, of Fayette county, who de- 
clared that If such a bill was passed 
the farmers and small Industrial es- 
tablishments would be ruined and a 
grout inJustlTO would be done to the 
•mull employer of labor. He declared 
tin an honest efforth ad been made 
In committee which would eliminate 
•whnc was regarded as unfair, dras'tic 
and unreasonable features of the bill, 
but the proponents stood committed 
to the bill In Its original form and 
would not listen to any compromise. 
It was therefore found necesasry to 
Incorporate the optional clause, and 
ufton a roll call it was shown that this 
form of a bill was adopted by the sen- 


' ate. and It was sent to the house for 


cor urrence. 


Ay. was to be expected, the hoUse 


promptly refused to concur, and the 
app 'Intment of a -conference commit- 
tee mta found necessary to endeavor 
to reach a satisfactory conclusion. The 
Mnate end of the conference commit- 
tee i«* named as follows: Crow, Fay- 
ettc' ; Homshers Lancaster, and Sones, 
Lyi >mlng, while the house conferees 
•re Miller. Lehlgh; Irwln, Blair, and 
Piper. Philadelphia. 
The first three 


are known to be favorable to the bill 
a* nlopted by tbe senate, while the 
hou e conferees are all in favor of the 
measure as originally passed by the 
hou a, which does not' contain the 
optional cliiuse. 
The result will \in- 


doui tedty be a deadlock, and it Is 
donMfnl If a committee could be se 
lect. '! which would be able to frame, 


the daily maxl num. and Th bcftjHfi pro- 
vision was Insi rted permitting tne em- 
ployment of v omen and children for 
fifty-eight hou -s a week in rush sea- 
eons, provided the average per week 
for any one year shall not exceed 
fifty-four hotirt. 


Another clai se provides that whore 


the nature of tie business necessitates 
continuous nig it and day work, minors 
under sixteen ; ears of age may .be em- 
ployed at nigh' for not more than nine 
hours In any wenty-four hours. This 
amendment applies to glass factories, 
but canning lactories are exempted 
from the provisions of both bills, aud 
in addition farmers are exempted from 
the women's bill, and this measure is 
held not to b>> applicable to women 
cleaning office buildings at night or 
telephone 
operators on night duty. 


Messenger bo\s between sixteen and 
eighteen, years of age may work from 
4 a. m. to 11 p. m., and those under 
Blxteen years rom 6 a. m. to 8 p.^ m, 
The ftge for boys In street trades is 
Increased from ten to fourteen years, 
but boys selling papers up to 8 p. m. 
are exempted und newsboys are also 
exempted from wearing badges. 


An amendment asked for by laun- 


drymen was aha inserted in the wom- 
en's bill. 
It provides that in weeks 


wherein holldavs occur women may be 
worked two au I a half hours overtime 
In three days, providing the total for 
the week doe.; not exceed fifty-four 
hours. Another provision in both bills 
permits employers to work women and 
children not m ire than thirty minutes 
overtime when- there has been a atop 
on account of accident to machinery. 
The clause in both measures prohibit- 
ing the courts from suspending sen- 
tence on the second offense has been 
stricken out, aud the same action was 
taken on the pi ovision making the em- 
ployment of rach minor or woman 
illegally a separate offense. 


All of these amendments are. objec- 


tionable to the proponents of the origi- 
nal bill and they will be opposed In 
the hniiue and the whole matter will 
have to be threshed out by a commit- 
tee of conference composed of the 
membership of both houses. 


Senate Passes Election 3111s. 


Another bitt«-r contest between the 


two houses will take place on the elec- 
tion bills passe 1 some time ago by thr 
house aud finally amended and adopt- 
ed by the senate In a much more modi- 
fied form. The changes made in tho 
bills are by no means pleasing to the 
Washington Party men or so-called 
Progressives,

has thought the matter cnrlons and in- 
teresting enough to make It the sub- 
ject of extended Investigation and has 
reported on It to the Cambridge Philo- 
sophical society. 
He observed eight 


varieties of two rowed barley to de- 
termine the ratio of rights and lefts. 
In the first, leaves of seeds of different 
varieties and of the various Jterneta 
from the saine Individual spikes, and 
found that among 12,401 seedlings 
7,237. or 58.30 per cent, had the flrst 
leaf twisted to the left. A variety of 
millet showed an eicess of left handed 
seedlings, us was also the case with 
oats. 
In tbe case of corn the ratio 


was almost unity, and there was ap- 
parently "no Inheritance of right and 
left bandedness as such."—Scientific 
American.
